Rome. Jan. 1 
-Italy has eqi »rged 
b o m the w ar with a greater popula­ 
tion than she had 
before, 
though 
w ith a considerably lessened num ber 
of men. 
This is due to the ad d itio n ­ 
al of 2,000.000 by the restoration of 
Italian territory

A ustrian rule an3 to the high birth 
rate which, it i> estim ated, kept the 
population up to Its normal of 36,- 
000,000. despite the loss o! 500,000 
by war.
